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For the first time, al! five of the 
Democratic candidates f >r Congress 
met here yesterday in joint debate.

MORE GRADUATES. 



Loudon, June 2.— The Boers sur- 
rendered to the British at Pretoria 
Saturday night. The terms were 
signed by the Boer representatives 
and Lords Milner and Kitchener, 
The news was cabled to London 
yesterday by Lord Kitchener, and 
was received there with great re- 
joicing. No official statement of the 
terms of the surrender has been 
given out, but W. T. Stead says 
tbe capitulation was not uncondi- 
tional, and that the Boers will re- 
ceive a large indemnity with which 
to rebuild their homes. The H er 
war began October 11, 1899. It has 
cost Great Britain the lives of 22, 
602 soldier-,, besides 73,983 wound- 
ed and invalided home, aDd nearly 
$1,000,000 ,000. 

An Official cablegram from Lord 
Kitchener, dated Pretoria. Satur- 
day. May 31, 11:15 p. m., says: 

euinent containing terms ot 
er was signed here this 
evening at 10:30 o'clock by all the 
Boer representatives, as well as 
Lorp.M liner (the British High Com 
lissioner in South Africa) and my- 
!lf." 

This announcement had been an- 
ticipated for several days, and it 
as definitely forecast in these dis 
patches, but its receipt Sunday af- 
ternoon took the nation by 
surprise, as everybody had con 
fidently believed that the House of 
Commons would hear the first news 
today. The edge of tbe anticipa- 
tion with ,vhich Great Britain 
awaited the promised statement in 
the House of Commons from Mr. 
Balfour, the Government leader, 
was still further dulled by the fol- 
lowing message from King Edward 
to his people, which was issued af- 
ter midnight: 

The King has received the wel- 
come news of the cessation of bos 
tilities in South Africa with infinite 
satisfaction, and His Majesty 
trusts that peace may speedily be 
followed By the restoration of pros- 
perity in his dominions, and that 
the feelings necessarily engendered 
by war will give place to earnest 
co-operation on the part of His 
Majesty's South African subjects 
in promoting the welfare of their 
common country." 

How greatly King Edward's 
sistence that peace in South Africa 
be secured prior to bis coronation 
influenced the present agreement 
will probably not be known until 
the private memoirs of the present 
regime are given to the public.

ORDINANCE! 



1. For tbe better preservation of health, within the city, the occupants and controllers of all pri- 
vate premises are required to observe an.i comply with the following regulations: 

2. All privy vaults, cess pools and pools of water and accumulations of filth of all kinds on pri- 
vate lots or premises within the city limits, shall be cleaned out and all privy vaults and sinks filled 
with earth. 

3. The contents of all privies and sinks to he well buried or moved beyond the city limits. 

4. The entire premises of each occupant »< i thin the ci v limit-* to be thoroughly cleaned and all 
impurities of every kind removed beyond i lie ritjf Hnvtu ni* buried. 

5. Fresh lime or dry earth to be applied in pf)vi«-H «trilv. and at least twice a month and 
rottcti oftener as necessary, the contents in !•<• uvli bwri'ed or removed beyond the city limits. 

6. No gartJage shall be thrown on an \ -»t'-ect, alb-v . •-■ i rixate grounds. 

7. No slops or soap suds shall remain n tinu in m '.- i»r vessels for over twelve hours, and if 
thrown out shall be scattered over garden ^r ,..,!.!- . .- <>.\ s: .c ts .»r alleys so as not to stand in pools. 

8. No water shall remain standing in tubs, '.a-rol- o- o'tier ve-sseU for over forty-eight hours. 

9. The slops and offal from coffee houses or drinking- saloons shall not be thrown out on the 
streets, alleys, or on the premises or in sewers. 

10. All private premises to be kept thoroughly clean. 

11. All cellars to be kept well ventilated, cleaned and limed or otherwise disinfected. 

12. All the foregoing shall be done by and at the expense of the occupants of th"premises. 

13. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw out upon the strets, pavements or alleys of the 
city any paper, trash, straw, melons, melon rinds or decayed fruit. 

14. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw into the river or within tbe banks thereof, with- 
the city limits, any dead animal, slop, rubbish, garbage or any kind of putrid matter. 

15 Any person violating or failing to observe and comply with any of the provisions of this 
ordinance shall be fined in a sum not less than one dollar nor more than fifty dollars for each offense, 
be recovered in the police court. "T 

lf>. It shall be the special duty of police to see that this ordinance is inforced and carried into 
effect.

2. Every person who shall be guilty of erecting, keeping, causing, committing or permitting 
,ny of the things embraced or named in this chapter and herein declared to be nuisances, or anything 
that may hereafter be declared to be a nuisance by the Board of Council of the city of Hopkinsville, 
shall on conviction thereof, be fined not less than five dollars nor more than fifty dollars for each of- 
fense.
